Jim  Fleming  shall  be  remembered  by  those  who  knew  him  for  his  outspoken 
frankness,  his  strong  character,  his  sincerity,  and  his  keen  wit. 

Graduating  from  Cherryville  (Kansas)  High  School  in  1942,  he  enlisted  in 
the  Army  Air  Force  and  upon  graduation  served  as  a  fighter  and  bomber  pilot, 
afterwards  spending  a  year  with  the  occupational  troops  in  Germany. 

He  entered  Stetson  University  in  January,  1949.  As  an  honor  student  he 
held  membership  in  the  Phi  Society,  Phi  Alpha  Theta,  and  Scroll  and  Key.  His 
scholarship  record  at  the  Law  School  included  membership  in  the  Thomas 
Law  Club,  of  which  he  was  president,  and  the  Phi  Alpha  Delta  law  fraternity. 
For  his  outstanding  work  in  the  Law  of  Contracts  and  the  Law  of  Sales,  he 
received  an  award  from  a  large  book  publisher.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Glee  Club  and  the  Travel  Squad  and  participated  in  several  productions  at 
the  Stover  Theatre. 

We  salute  James  Linder  Fleming,  who  departed  to  the  land  of  no  return 
as  a  result  of  a  plane  crash  while  instructing  a  student  in  a  cross-country  flight. 
The  trail  of  footprints  on  the  sands  of  time  of  this  senior  will  forever  be  seen 
by  his  friends  and  his  classmates. 


Death  as  it  wings  its  swift  way  through  time  calls  on  each  of  us;  not  one 
of  us  escapes.  John  R.  Cable,  head  of  the  Department  of  Economics  of  the 
School  of  Business,  died  at  his  home  on  December  2.

Dr.  Caldwell  attended  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  where  he  received  his 
Bachelor's  and  his  medical  degrees. 

Dr.  Caldwell  served  his  country  well  during  the  last  World  War,  training 
or  commanding  six  hospital  units  overseas  and  at  home.  Besides  his  service 
during  the  war,  Dr.  Caldwell  also  had  a  private  practice  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

As  a  teacher,  he  was  on  the  faculty  of  the  Barberton,  Ohio,  high  schools, 
the  Universities  of  North  Dakota,  New  Mexico,  and  Ohio  State.  He,  also,  was 
a  lecturer  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University. 

Dr.  Caldwell  was  well  known  and  well  liked  on  the  Stetson  campus.  The 
path  of  footprints  on  the  sands  of  time  of  this  instructor  will  not  be  lost  to  his 
students  and  associates.
